“ W h e n we got to Little Black River 
14 miles this side of Poplar Bluff, we 
found the highway eovered a distance 
of several hundred feet with a gap 50 
feet wide and three to six feet 
deep 
cut through.

under water. 
We then went back to 
th e first 
washout,

pulled off their clothes 
and waded 
through the first washout.

got two state highw ay gravel trucks

Keep plenty of fresh w ater and sail 
before your sheep at all times, and 
provide shade in hot weather. 
It 1« 
not essential that your barn be so 
very warm, except at lambing time, bui 
it is very necessary that they be kept 
and pastured in a dry place. 
Always avoid using a scrub ram. 
The saying that the ram Is Half the 
flock is very true, so if a scrub is 
used, no Improvement can be expected 
in the lambs. 
If the industry is to 
improve, the scrub must be eliminated. 
Flocks of Inferior breeding demand 
much more care and feed than a well- 
bred flock, and the shepherd flnds no 
enjoyment in caring for this type of 
stuff when lie could, writh the same 
amount of feed and care, be raising a 
much better grade of stock. 
So, In ev­ 
ery case where possible, secure the 
services of a pu reb red ram, and even 
the most biased observer will agree 
that the results are surprisingly fa­ 
vorable.

How­ 
ever. care must tie taken to supply 
feeds enough of the right kind. 
Successful breeders find that where 
early breeding Is accompanied with 
sufficient growth-pronctlng feed, the 
gilts so handled make better brood 
sows than t h o s e bred later In life.

If enough sktm milk Is 
not to be had, a mixed grain feed of 
32 pounds each of cornmeal. ground 
oats and wheat middling*, to which Is 
added four pounds of uilinoal, making 
100 pounds of the mixture, supplies 
the needed food ingredients. With con­ 
siderable skim milk, the oilmen! may 
be omitted. 
Ground grains are fed as 
slops, ear corn may be fed in addition 
and, as fattening time approaches, 
corn is made a much larger part of the 
ration. 
Where only one or two pigs 
are kept, they are usually fed such 
household food wastes as are available, 
to which sufficient grain Is added to 
ke«'P them growing, and. In the sum­ 
mer, green stuffs are given to supple­ 
ment and economize In grain.

It is throwing away money to throw 
away wood ashes, for it ta throwing 
away fertilizer thut can be replaced 
only ui considerable expense.

teriul, hardwood ashes being rielost 
and sott wood least rich. 
Ashes of| 
vegetable refuse urt* valuable also, be­ 
ing a good fertilizer, although not of 
the strength of the hardwood ushes. 
When you burn leaves or old vege­ 
table vines or H over stems, spread 
the ushes over the garden. 
Wood ashes are chiefly valuable a* 
a fertilizer which furnishes potash, u 
necessary element in ripening of fruit 
and in forming roots. 
It is ordinarily 
furnished by chemical >ults such as 
sulphate or muriate of potash or l»j 
a mineral fertilizer known as kaiiili. 
Our chief supply of potash fertilizer* 
came from Germany before the war 
and there was a potash famine when 
they were <»ut of commerce and potash 
fertilisers went sky high in price. Now 
they are again within reason. 
Wood ashes are an old standby ami 
more appreciated now than at any pre­ 
vious time, so much so that they are 
sold commercially 
by 
seed 
houses 
Wood asle-s ure now knovyn to !>♦- u 
dual-purpose 
fertilizer. 
Whore 
for 
merlj they were used merely for their 
potash content, now they are known 
to be an effective means of furnishing 
lime to the soil and an aid in sweet 
ening the ground and liberating other 
fertilizing element«. These ashes con 
tain from 50 to 70 per cent of lime. 
So when you spread wood ashes on 
the garden you are both liming the 
s«*|| and helping to correct any acidity 
or sourness that may exist and fur 
nishiug potash fertilizer as well. 
The lime Is as essential as other 
fertilizers to keep the soil up to the 
requisite growing quality although Its 
application is not needed as frequent 
ly as other fertilizers. 
Without lime 
the efficiency of fertilizers is greatly 
lessened. 
It 1« needed in the soil to 
liberate other plunt 
food elements 
Save all yvood ushes or ashes from 
bonfires. 
Spread them on the garden. 


Salt Is Necessary Item 
in Ration for Animals 
The best way to salt live sto«4i is by 
permitting them to help themselves at 
will. 
Either common, brick or rock 
salt may be used; however, if common 
salt Is used it Is advisable to protect 
It from the weather, in that rains w ill 
dissolve It. and. of course, wash It 
away. 
The matter of whether live stock 
can be raised with or without salt has 
been the basis of many an experiment. 
Those experiment* have usually re­ 
sulted In added support to the conten­ 
tion that salt Is a necessary Item In 
any ration.

Would Make It Harder 
to Amend Constitution 
A resolution making amendments to 
the Constitution of the I'uited States 
more difficult was introduced In Frauk- 
llng post of the American Legion, Co­ 
lumbus. Ohio, by L. D. Bower, journal 
clerk of the Ohio senate. 
The resolution proposes an amend­ 
ment to Article V of the Constitution 
making It necessary to secure a two 
thirds majority of the actual member­ 
ship In congress to Initiate an amend­ 
ment.- 
While the ratification of an 
amendment by the state legislatures 
of three-fourths of the States Is still 
retained, the resolution proposes that 
such ratification must represent‘three- 
fourths of the congressional represen­ 
tation of all the states. The ^resolution 
also provides that ratification must be 
accomplished within five years from 
the date of submission to the states. 
Bower claims that under the pro­ 
visions of Article V of the Constitution, 
not only may an amendment 
the 
Constitution be proposed for ratifica­ 
tion by even less than a minority of 
congress, but that 
the Constitution 
now may be ratified by a minority rep­ 
resentation of the voting population.

LUBRICATION OF 
SPRINGS NEEDED 


No Part of the Car Ha* More 
Constant Motion or 
Greater Strain. 


A 
great many people neglect the 
lubrication of the springs 
on 
their 
ear». 
Outside of the actual running 
pflrts of the car there is no part that 
bus more constant motion or greater 
strains than the springs, writes Arthur 
Phillip« In Power Farming. It Is not 
uncommon to see the springs actually 
covered with rust. 
This means that 
where the leaves rub together there 
is metal to-rneral dry contact and. con­ 
sequently, a great deal of friction that 
wears «»at the springs, makes them 
much m<»re liable to break, and causes 
ihe car to “ride like a lumber wagon.” 
The 
best 
way 
to 
Rubricate 
the 
springs Is to Jack up the car (placing 
the jack under the frame and letting 
the wheels and axles hang) and In­ 
sert graphite or graphite grease be­ 
tween the leaves, which will make a 
wonderful difference In the way tlie 
car rides. But It is quite a little Job 
and should be done rather often to In­ 
sure continuous results. 
A method which the writer has used 
with 
satisfactory 
results 
for 
some 
time is this: 
Save the old dirty oil 
drained out of the engine periodically. 
Let it stand In a deep bottle for some 
weeks. 
Most of the carbon and dirt 
will settle gradually to the bottom. 
The top oil can he poured off easily 
into a squirt oil can. Squirt this oil all 
along on the top leaf of eurh spring. 
If the spring Is dusty so much the 
better. Drive the car a w’eek and you 
will find thut this oil has collected a 
lot of dust. 
Do not attempt to wipe 
or scrape it off. Give each spring an­ 
other bath of oil along the top. This 
is waste oil and you can use It liber­ 
ally. 
Oil-Soaked Dust. 
You will find that the dust next to 
spring becomes oil soaked. This forms 
an oiled pad which feeds oil contin­ 
uously in very slight 
quantities 
be­ 
tween the spring leaves. The new dust 
on the outside protects the oiled dust 
and when oiled again helps to Improve 
the oiled pad in which each spring is 
encased. 
This is not offered as a substitute 
equal 
to 
a 
thorough 
cleaning 
and 
lubrication of the springs periodically, 
but It does keep the springs in bet­ 
ter condition than if they were totally 
neglected.

This cam paign is state-wide 
and is carried on in co-operation with 
poultry specialists from the

Missouri 
Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
Farm flock 
owners 
are urged to 
enroll their flocks and secure the re ­ 
port cards free of charge. 
This cam paign has for its object 
the increase of egg production during 
the warm weather and to p rep are the 
birds for culling to take place a few 
weeks later. 
The natural egg production season 
for the fowl is in the spring. 
N ature 
provided this so she could hatch 
out 
her voung. 
By scientific breeding and 
feeding methods, man ha?* developed 
the hen so she will not only lay egps 
during the spring, when 
prices 
are 
low, but will produce them through­ 
out the sum m er and tall m onths when 
prices are higher. 
The sum m er feed­ 
ing and 
culling 
cam paign wall help 
you in producing 
these 
high priced 


egg»- 
If some neighbor 
should tell you 
w here you could sell your eggs at 5 
cent^ above m arket price, you certain­ 
ly 
would 
trade 
there. 
By proper 
feeding and culling methods you can 
increase your m argin of profit 5 cents 
per dpzen, which is the sam e 
as 
a 
bonus price between the feed cost pet 
dozen and the selling price per dozen 
is youi profit. 
If you are not feeding 
a balanced ration during the summer 
months, your egg production will he 
low and your feed cost per dozen eggs 
will he high. 
A hen takes 5-8 of her 
feed to keep her body alive and un­ 
less you keep her on a full feed, you 
lose your chance 
to 
make a profit. 
One experim ent covering 10 years of 
work at the Missouri College <>f A gri­ 
culture showed th a t

year fed 55 pounds of grain and

while th* sam e ration with 6 pounds 
of tankage added, gave a production 
of 119 egg.> per hen.

Horse Breeding 
on the Increase 


Industry 
Shows 
Brighter 
Prospects Than It Has 
fur Several Years.

That tht* breeding of holies and 
inulys is on the increase and that the 
industry shows brighter prospects tliun 
it luis for several years, is reflected 
in the reports re-eived by the United 
Males 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
from tlie sources of authority in the 
production 
areas. 
The 
number 
of 
horses and mules on farm s at present 
is less than ii lias been at any time 
for several years 
The present price 
'ituatlon, however, shows a decided 
improvement. 
< >u February lo, 1925, 
the estimated farm prices for horses 
wa s $77.63. which, compared with the 
*73.76 valuation of February 15, 1924, 
is an increase of $3.85 per head. 
Param ount Need. 
The paramount need of the horse- 
breeding indust ry'Today, says the de- 
partim nt. is replacement stock. A sur­ 
vey of the home situation in Wayne 
county, Ind.. which is probably Indica­ 
tive of i he general situation, shows 
that production is far behind replace­ 
ment needs. 
Of the total horses in 
the county, but 
1.8 per cent 
were 
yearlings instead of the 8.7 per cent 
necessary to maintain the present sup­ 
ply. 
one half of the horse stock of 
the county 
was over teD years old 
ai d one-fifth over fifteen years of age. 
Market demands at the present time 
are greatest for high-class draft geld­ 
ings and mutes, while saddle stock of 
merit is generally readily disposed of 
at good prices, 
it Is important now, 
says the department, that only the 
be-d available mures be bred to good 
stallions in producing high-class horses 
for a discriminating market#. 
Breeders D iscrim inate, 
That horse breeders are using dis­ 
crimination in their breeding opera­ 
tions is disclosed In the Increased per­ 
centage of purebred stallions among 
all stallions standing for public serv­ 
ice. 
While there has been a decline 
in the total number of stallions In 
service as compared to that of last 
year, tiie decline hus beeu greatest 
among the grudes, scrub*, and mon­ 
grels. 
At present, 82 per cent of the 
stallions sianding for public service 
are pure bred, as compared to 79.26 
per cent lust year. 
The percentage of 
pure breds among the Jacks Is about 
the same us last year, or 64 per cent.

A resolution making amendments to 
the Constitution of the Uutted States 
more difficult was Introduced In Frauk- 
llng poat of the American Leglen, Co­ 
lumbus. Ohio, hy L. D. Bower, journal 
clerk of the Ohio senate. 
The resolution proposes an amend­ 
ment to Article V of the Constitution 
making It necessary to secure a two 
thirds majority of the actual member­ 
ship In congress to Initiate an amend­ 
ment.' 
While the ratification of an 
amendment by the state legislatures 
of three-fourths of the states la atlU 
retained, the resolution proposes that 
such ratification must represent‘three- 
fourths of the congressional represen 
tatlou of all the states. Thejesolutlon 
also provides that ratification must be 
accomplished within five years from 
the date of submission to the states. 
Bower claims that under the pro­ 
visions of Article V of the Constitution, 
not only may an amendment 16 the 
Constitution be proposed for ratifica­ 
tion by even less than a minority of 
congress, but that the (institu tio n 
now may be ratified by a minority rep­ 
resentation of the voting population.

areas. 
T h e 
num ber 
of 
h o r s e s and mules on furuis at present 
is le s s ihan it bus been at any time 
for several veins. 
T he present price 
situatiou, however, show* a decided 
improvement, 
o n February 15, 1925, 
the estimated farm prices for horses 
was $77.63, wldch, compared with the 
$78.78 valuation of February 15, 1924, 
is an increase of $3.85 per head. 
Paramount Need. 
The paramount need of the horse- 
breedlng indusi rv-Tbday, aays the de- 
purtuit nt. is replacement atoek. A sur­ 
vey of the horse situation In Wayne 
county, Ind., which ia probably indica­ 
tive of the general situation, shows 
that production is far behind replace­ 
ment needs. 
O f the total horses In 
the county, bin 
1.6 per cent were 
yearlings Instead of the 6.7 per cent 
necessary to uiulutuln the present sup­ 
ply. 
One-half of the horse stock of 
the county 
was over ten years old 
ai d one-fifth ovet fifteen yeara of age. 
Market demands at the preseut time 
are greatest for high-class draft geld­ 
ings and mules, white saddle stock of 
merit is generally readily dispose*! of 
at good prices. 
It is important now, 
says th** department, that only the 
best available mares be bred to good 
stallions In producing high-class horses 
for u discriminating market#* 
Breeders Discrim inate. 
Thai horse breeders are using dis­ 
crimination In their breeding opera­ 
tions is disclosed In the Increased per­ 
centage of pure bred stallions among 
ail stullhms standing for public serv­ 
ice. 
While there has been a decline 
in the total number of stallions in 
service as compured to that of last 
year, the decline has been greatest 
among the grudes, scrubs, and mon­ 
grels. 
At present, 82 per cent of the 
stallions standing for public service 
are pure t»red, as compared to 79.26 
per cent last year. 
The percentage of 
pure breds among the Jack* Is about 
the same us lust year, or 64 per cent. 
The grades, scrubs, aud mongrel* ar«u 
gradually being eliminated front public 
service because of their lack of busi­

When hens that are not needed for 
setting become broody 
the producer 
lias a problem on his hands of Induc­ 
ing them to start laying again with as 
little loss of time as possible. T he fav­ 
orite method of many people is to put 
the broody hens in a pen and give 
them treatm ent which corresjstnds to 
the bread and-w ater treatm ent some­ 
times given to certain individuals of 
the human race. 
The jmrt of this treutm ent which 
puts the broody lien in a slutted pen 
which oflVr* no opportunity for nest­ 
ing is satisfactory. 
If the hens are 
well fed and eared for It will shorten 
tlie time which the hens will be Idle 
from la.vlng. 
Th# best results come 
from continuing the same ration which 
has been fed previously. 
Starvation 
und mistreatment are not only inhu­ 
man but are a losing practice from 
the standpoint of production.

Ullless she Is a very valuable bird— 
the best cure being prevention. E ter­ 
nal vigilance Is necessary to ketqi

und thriving, and the 
best preventive measures are perfect 
sanitation. 
Old 
yards 
become foul 
with disease germs and should toe 
changed. 


The red spider did u lot of damage 
in Scott County last year. 
This pest 
may be a serious factor again this 
year. The best thing to do is to pre­ 
vent their appearance in the cotton 
fields as soon as possible. The plants 
on which the red spider lives over the 
winter and gets his first feed in the 
spring, is the violet 
and 
poke weed. 
Many of the first infestations 
last 
year traced back directly 
to 
these 
weeds. Therefore, they should be de­ 
stroyed as soon us possible. Clean up 
the fence corners, burn the trash piles 
and other places where spiders may 
have lived through the winter. 
This 
work should have been done early 
in 
the season, but, a little extra work at 
this time may save a lot of cotton. 
I 
The red spider gets first food from 


p«>ke weed and violet, then crawls t*» 
the young cotton plant where it sucks 
the juice from the underside of 
the 
leaves, 
ft is much easier to prevent 
their getting 
into 
the cotton fields 
than 
it is to control them after they 
reach your farm. 
Clean up all trash 
piles and chop all dock and violets out 
>f the fence rows.
